ALIENS ON PUBLIC WOKKS 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


Congress selected Chicago as the most 


centra! and available site for the Colum- 
bian Eiposition or World's Fair to cele- 
brate the 400th anniversary of tbe discov- 
ery ot America. It also made a liberal 
appropriation, as did also the Illinois Leg- 
islature and City Government of Chicago, 
for preparing the grounds, erecting suita- 
ble buildings, etc., on the site selected by 
the World's Fair Commissioners. Con- 
tracts have been let for improving the 
gronnds and large numbers of laborers and 
carpenters have been employed by the 
contractors in doing the work. It was as- 
certained last week that both laborers and 
carpenters were working for much less 
than the customary wages. This led to 
the organisation of a mob which drove the 
laborers from the grounds where they were 
at work, and threatened them with severe 
punishment if they resumed work. 
The 


contractors Applied to the city authorities 
for police protection for the laborers who 
are all aliens. 
But Major Creigsr is 


a hard-headed Democrat, who believes in 
euforoing the laws, and he politely In- 
formed the contractors that an Act of the 
Illinois Legislature of 1888 makes it un- 
lawful for any board, commission, officer 
or contractor, acting for or under any mu- 
nicipality to employ alien labor and that 
be cannot uphold the violation of that Act 
by furnishing police protection to aliens 
employed on the World's Fair grounds. 


The laborers who were driven from 


work by the mcb are all Italians, and while 
it may appear strange and even inconsist- 
ent that the countrymen of Columbus 
should not be permitted to work in pre- 
paring the grounds for the exposition in 
which the whole world is invited to par- 
ticipate in celebrating the anniversary of 
his discovery, it is the law of Illinois, and 
the Mayor of Chicago is determined to en- 
force it, though the Board of Directors ap- 
pointed by the President to supervise the 
grounds and buildings seem disposed to 
ignore it.

WASHINGTON. February 18.—The House 


Coinage Committee adopted a resolution to 
jlose the hearing at noon Friday and to 
vote on the Silver bill at-1 o'clock that day. 


Warner, of Ohio, called attention to the 


charge that the advocates of "free'coinage 
were not willing to b«-questioned and 
states that he was willing to answer any 
inquiries which might be mad*. 
Walker 


asked it be wa« not the head of the Na- 
tional Silver ExecutiTe Committee, and 
when Warner responded in the affirmative 
Walker inquired how much money had 
been expended to promote silver 1 egisla- 
tion, 
Newlandi interrupted with the re- 


mark that he had given a statement of ex- 
penditures to the Silver Fool Investigating 
Committed, and advised Warner not io 
answer tbe question. Warner declined to 
give the amount but declared that five dol- 
lar* had been expended by the gold pool 
and the bank pool for every dollar spent 
by the silvar inen. Warner dtolared that 
he represented no pool and that he had 
been advocating the came of silver ever 
since he had heard of its demonetization. 


AGAINST I?KEE COINAGE;, 


The caucus of Republican members of 


tbe House of Representatives held to dis- 
cuss the silver question was eliinly at- 
tended, not over seventy-are members 
being present. The greater part of the> 
session was devoted to a discussion of free- 
coinage, and the sentiment of the caucus 
was against it. Perkins of Kansas and 
Bartine of Nevada spoke lor silver, and 
Walker of Massachusetts and Cannon, of 
Illinois against it, 
The majority was 


against further silver legislation at this 
Session of Congress and, as the decree of 
King Caucus is binding on nil present it is 
morally certain that the Seuate's Free Coin- 
age bill will not pass the House of Kepra- 
oentatives. 


Very few Nevada Democrats are disap- 


pointed wish the action or rather non- 
ftotion of the House at the present session 
on the silver question. 
The Sherman bill 


which makes silver a commodity, subject 
to the corners of the bulls nnd bears of 
Wall slreet, was accepted as satisfactory by 
eTery Republican newapoper and stump 
speaker in Nevada, and Democrats were 
denounced as enemies o£ silver for oppos- 
ing it and showing what would be the inev- 
itable result o( such a law. The Novem- 
ber election indicated that a majority o( 
the people ot Nevada were satisfied with 
the act and there is no reason why Speaker 
Keed and the majority of the House of 
Representatives should think otherwise, 
except that our Senators voted for free 
coinage.

HUM.BOL.UT WATER SUIT. 


A year ago P. N. Marker, L. N. Oa-pan- 


ter and J. H. Thies ot Lovelocks, owners 
o£ water rights on tho Lower Humboldt, 
brought suit in the District Court at Win- 
nemncoa for the adjudication of priorities 
of water rights under the Act of the Legis- 
lature of 1889. 
There were over five \iun- 


dred defendants, every water claimant on 
the Humboldt river and its tributaries hav- 
ing been made a party to the suit. 
The 


Distriot Court of Nevada, Judge Fitzgerald 
presiding, declared the Act of 1889, under 
which the suit was brought, unconstitu- 
tional, and plaintiff's appealed to the Su- 
preme Court several months ago. 
Now J. 


H. MaaMillan, counsel for plaintiffs, is in- 
formed by the Clerk of the Supreme Court 
that the consideration of the case has been 
indefinitely postponed. 
The reason as- 


signed is that Judge Belknap is disqualified 
by reason of his relationship with one or 
more of defendants, and that Judge Bige- 
low is interested in one o£ the water rights 
involved in the suit. 


Now, 
unless Judge Murphy, who it ap- 


pears is not directly interested in the re- 
salt, decides the case alone, it will be con- 
tinned until after tbe next general election 
or until there is a change in the personnel 
of the Supreme Court.
